Paris, Sept. 16—(AP)—The 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil voted 8 to 0 today to take up 
Hyderabad's appeal 
for 
help 
against India's invasion. 


Then the 
council 
recessed 
until 
Monday 
while 
Indian 
troops closed in on the military 
center of Secunderabad, a ma- 
jor objective. 


Both Hyderabad and India were 
heard briefly by the council after 
a 
tangled debate on whether 
to 
take up the question ai all. 
Appeal For Quick Action 


The Hyderabad delegation head- 
ed by Foreign Minister Nawab Moin 
Nawaz Jung appealed for "action 
swift and determined." 


In answer India's Sir Ramaswami 
Mudaliar told the council that Hy- 
derabad was not a sovereign nation 
and for that reason the security 
council had no right to intervene. 
Earlier, he had told newsmen the 
clash was a domestic question, not 
an international war. 


The Nawab asked the council to 
stop the war at once and end this 
"premeditated aggression." 


Nothing in the relations of the 
two territories, he said, gave India 
"the right to send troops into Hy- 
derabad to preserve order." He said 
India 
had 
violated 
a 
standstill 
agreement as a "scrap of paper." 
Will Cooperate With India 


If the council would require India 
to get out of Hyderabad, he said his 
country would agree to "closely in- 
tegrated 
cooperation with 
India." 
He added: "we are prepared to give 
these words full meaning and val- 
idity." 


Mudaliar, after a brief presenta- 
tion of India's case, asked for a re- 
cess until Monday to present docu- 
ments to prove that "Hyderabad was 
not a state, was not independent 
and had no chance ever of becoming 
independent."

Sept. 16 — (IP}— Counsel 
for the Illinois Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers Association said today 
a 
circuit judge's ruling on the state 
Liquor Mandatory Fair Trade Act 
will not have any effect on retail 
liquor prices. 


Judge

M. Fisher 
ruled 
against the Illinois Liqor Control 
Commission in Cook county court 
yesterday. He held the commission 
had no right to suspend a distribu- 
ting firm's license for quoting prices 
below the fair trade minimum. 


Judge Fisher, in an opinion which 
accompanied the order, held that 
.the mandatory feature of the state 
liquor price act makes the whole 
law unconstitutional. 


Samuel L. Golan, general counsel 
for the wholesale liquor dealers, told 
a reporter, "Judge Fisher is not the 
supreme court of Illinois. His de- 
cision is not binding."

condition. 
His wife suf- 
fered a possible skull fracture and 
is unconscious, in critical condition. 


Stephenson said he was awaken- 
ed by the screams of his wife who 
had been sleeping on a couch in the 
living room of their west side flat 
at 2029 Kendall street. 
He rushed 
into the room and grappled with 
the dwarf whQ had a hammer in one 
hand and a pistol in the other. 


The see-saw strugle ranged from 
one end of the dark apartment to 
the other. 
Stephenson, using his 
fists, knocked off the burglars hat. 
The assailant shot him and then 
dropped His gun, hammer and a 
pair of scissors as they wrestled. 


The fight raged onto the back 
porch and the two men tumbled 
down two flights of stairs into the 
back yard. 
Stephenson, weak from 
his wound, lost his grip and his as- 
sailant fled. 


Illinois Phone 
Strike Settled; 
To Resume Service 


Springfield, 111., Sept. 16—UP)— 
The month old strike of Illinois 
Commercial 
Telephone 
company 
plant workers was settled today and 
normal service was expected to be 
restored tomorrow. 


A union official notified the com- 
pany that a majority of the 400 
strikers voted to accept an offer of 
2 J to 124 cents hourly wage increases. 
Their new scale will range from 
821 cents to $1.474 an hour. 


Since the strike began Aug. 16, 
telephone service in Monmouth, in 
western Illinois, and in 27 southern 
IPinois communities has been cur- 
tailed to emergency calls. 


Members of Springfield and West 
Frankfort locals of the AFL Elec- 
trical Workers union voted on the 
wage offer. C. A. Smith, president 
of the Spirngfield local, said the 
vote here was 91 to 39 in favor of ac- 
ceptance. He said a majority of West 
Frankfort local members voted for 
it but that he did not know the 
final tabulation. 


Smith said the workers will 
turn to their jobs tomorrow. 


Washington, Sept. 16—(IP,—David 
E. Lilienthal said today the U.S. 
atomic program is "in a dangerous 
situation" because of growing re- 
luctance of top scientists to accept 
government jobs. 


This reluctance is caused in part 
by the risk of attacks from "petty 
or prejudiced or malevolent sources," 
said the chairman of the atomic en- 
ergy commission. 


He added 
the atomic 
program 
must move forward or "go to pot." 
He hinted the latter might happen 
if the government has trouble get- 
ting top men. 


"It is this that makes the present 
situation grave and ominous." he 
told the centenary meeting of the 
American Association for the ad- 
vancement of science. 


He did not mention specific at- 
tacks 
upon 
the loyalty 
of

atomic scientists, but he said: 


"The possibility of public pillory, 
so often unjustified and beyond im- 
mediate redress, does indeed cast a 
shadow of fear over public service."

When the new 12-cent fare for bus and street car 
rides took effect in Kansas City this week, the public serv- 
ice company made aprons part of the uniform its drivers! 
•were required to wear. The automotic money changers on ! 
the cars and buses had no penny barrel and the aprons' 
were devised to speed .the money-changing- process. On 
some of the more heavily traveled lines the morning equip- 
ment of the driver was a stack of 400 pennies carried con- 
veniently in the aprons. Tokens may be purchased by pas- 
sengers but the company anticipated much "fumbling" for 
pennies. 


There seems to be a need for new coins. What the 
nickel used to buy and what it will buy today represents 
the big shift in values. So long as the amount is just double 
the nickel, the dime comes in handily. But a 12-cent fare 
requires pennies. Perhaps the mints could produce a coin 
equivalent to the bit or 12V:2 cents and at the same time 
make a new coin that would divide the value of the nickel 
and the dime.

New Idea in Junior Feeding Projects 


by T. W. Thompson 


Stata 4-H Club Laadar, Montana 


Boys and girls aré trying out a new 
kind of livestock feeding project. 
In several states—including Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, Colorado and In- 
diana—people are enthusiastic 
about it. Here is how it works. The 
boy or girl buys an average lot of 
feeder steers or lambs, from a uni- 
form herd or band. The number 
r.w.Thompmn 
bought is usually 3 or more steers, 15 or more lambs. 
That depends on finances, feed supplies and equip- 
ment available. 


These lots of animals are bought at a central 
market. They are taken home and fattened. Careful 
records are kept of feed Costs and rates of gain. At 
the end of the feeding period, they are shipped back 
to market. They are sold on Junior Marketing Day. 


Boys and girls consign their animals to commission 
firms of their own choice. Upon arrival the animals 
are penned separately, according to ownership. 
Each lot is graded and weighed separately. Then all 
animals are assembled in pens according to grade. 
They are sold for slaughter in the usual manner used 
on that market. The boys and girls profit according 
to the market value of their animals. 


Sponsors claim the following benefits: (1) It is 
practical. (2) Itpromotesbetterfarmfeedingmethods. 
(3) Boys andgirls learn about market grades of live- 
stock. 
(4) They learn about central markets and 
their operation. This new idea in junior feeding is not 
intended to take the place of feeding for show. It is 
a separate project, to give youngsters practical ex- 
perience in feeding for market.

^ The Jacksonville Board of Educa- 
tion held a public hearing at the 
; school Tuesday evening before the 
¡members adopted the budget for the 
! 1948-1949 school year, 
j The budget was slightly higher, 
! with 
increases of approximately 
$9,000 for educational purposes and 
about $3.000 more for the building 
and bond fund. 
„For the education fund the tax 
levy will be as in 1947-48 or $1.20 per 
hundred dollars of assessed value 
and for the building and bond fund 
the lew will be 30 cents. 


An additional levy of 11 cents per 
hundred dollars of assesed value is 
required for the municipal retire- 
ment fund, which is a pension fund 
for non-teaching employees. 


Last year's levy brought in $294,- 
256.65 for educational purposes and 
$71,856.06 for the building and bond 
fund. 
Next year's levy for educa- 
tional purposes is $303,482.64 and 
$74,065.00 for the building and bend 
fund. 


In the report of Superintendent 
of Schools D. R. Blodgett, he dis- 
closed that about 65 per cent of the 
boys -and nearly 42 per cent of the 
girls are entered in special high 
school vocational courses.

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Morgan Farmers Study 
Grain Storage Crisis 
At Meeting Thursday 


: r 
Loco! farm leaders meeting Thursday evening at the 
Farm Bureau hall laid emphatic stress on the need for each 
former to provide adequate facilities for this year's fall grain 
harvest. 


ThisWieeting, which was called to review the grain storage 
problem os it exists in Morgan County 
and to outline an ac- 
tive campaign to meet it, was conducted by Wallace T. Hem- 
brough, chairman of the county A A A committee, and Farm 
Adviser E. H. Garlich. 
Attending were AAA community 


committeemen, representatives from 
the banks serving as loading agen- 
cies; lumber dealers, farm stores, 
elevator managers, vocational agri- 
cultural teachers, G. I. instructors, 
and the D.S.D.A. council. 


After discussing the purpose of 
the meeting and introducing the 
various groups, Mr. Hembrough in- 
troduced C o u n t y Committeeman 
Charles R. Gibson. In acquainting 
the group with the storage problem, 
Mr. Gibson presented a 
number 
of basic background facts. 


"This is a year," he said, "when 
practically all crops are of record 
proportions—not only here at home, 
but 
in 
neighboring 
states 
and 
throughout the nation. In the face 
•of this prospective harvest, there 
does not now exist sufficient stor- 
age space either commercially or on 
farms to handle 
the 
additional 
grain. 
Markets Can't Handle Crop 


"Neither can markets absorb a 


Business Women

000,000 bushels. That's a big job— 
and it's not a job for just neighbor 
Bill down the road—it's a job for all 
of us. 
Storage "Business Sense" 


"The farmer who now plans to fill 
his present cribs and sell the balance 
may find himself behind the eight 
ball. He might find the markets 
clogged and unable to take his corn 
at harvest time, and he undoubtedly 
will find the price pretty weak. With 
proper storage facilities no farmer 
need dispose of his corn at less than 
the loan price, which we believe will 
be around $1.45. Take a look at the 
quotation of new corn and then ask 
yourself if storing your corn for a 
time at least doesn't - make good 
business sense."

4. Proper storage eliminates losses 
through spoilage and damage. This 
normally runs to about 500 million 
dollars a year. 


5. Farm storage keeps grain on 
the farm for future feeding, if and 
when needed.
